U.  S.  May  Put 
Men  on  Mars 
By  Century  End 


WASHINGTON,  (UPI)— Presi- 
dent Kennedy’s  chief  science  ad- 
viser said  the  United  States  prob- 
ably will  put  men  on  Mars  by 
the  end  of  the  century. 


The  statement  was  made  by 
Dr.  Jerome  B.  Wiesner,  U.  S. 
Director  of  Science  and  Technol- 
ogy, in  a Voice  of  America  radio 
interview.  It  was  the  first  time 
that  a top  administration  offic- 
ial had  spoken  publicly  about 
plans  for  space  colonization  be- 
yond the  moon. 

IT  WOULD  be  “technically  pos- 
sible’ ’to  put  men  on  Mars  by 
1970,  he  said,  but  this  would  in- 
volve an  “unbelievable  crash  pro- 
gram” costing  about  $100  billion. 
He  implied  that  such  a program 
would  interfere  with  other  space 
programs,  including  putting  men 
on  the  moon. 


Wiesner  said  the  riddle  of  whe- 
there  is  life  on  Mars  might  be 
solved  before  a manned  landing. 
He  said  this  could  be  done  by 
sending  recording  devices  or  an 
unmanned  spaceship  to  Mars.

One  is  for  a sec- 
ondary or  college  teaching  posi- 
tion. For  this,  a bachelor’s  degree 
is  usually  required,  although  the 
applicant  need  not  be  an  accred- 
ited teacher. 


Space  flights  would  be  under- 
taken not  just  for.  the  sake  of 
science,  he  said,  but  also  for  pos- 
sible military  implications.

The  general  examination  is  for 
all  other  Peace  Corps  assign- 
ments.
